Lady Marjorie (whose full name was

riel, who married the Hon. Charles | 
Heathcote-Drummond Willoughby, 
second son of the Earl of Ancaster, 
and Lady Evelyn, now the wife of the 
Hon. Walter Guinness, youngest sou 
of Viscount Iveagh. 

With wavy brown hair and dark 
eyes, Lady Marjorie was very popu- 
lar in society, and she surprised het 
friends a few years ago when she an- 
nounced her determination to become 
a hospital nurse. 

She went through a thorough train- 
ing at Guy’s Hospital, and then be- | 
came a nurse in the Clarence Ward 
of the Children’s Hospital in Great 
Urmond street.

HOW RED FEATHER GAVE His 
LIFE FOR HORSE HE LOVED. 


‘The Flathead Chief Tried Twice to 
Recover His Beloved Steed and 
Twice He Tried to Cut Him Out of 
Camp of Blackfeet — Second At- 
tempt Was Successful, But Fire 
Won Where the Blackfeet Failed. 


A century ago the Flatheads, a 
powerful race of Indians, lived he- 
side the Columbia River, while their 
hereditary foes, the Blackfeet, lived 
further inland, and had for years har- 
assed and annoyed them, when they 
went on their yearly buffalo hunting 
expedition to the plains to the east. 
The Flatheads, more by diplomacy 
than sheer strength, had been able to 
hold their own, until the Blackfeet 
secured firearms, and then so great 
havoc had been wrought amongst 
them, that they were compelled to 
make alliances with several smaller 
tribes. Thus it was that in the fall 
of 1835, when I happened along with 
a party of thirty weil armed, and weli 
mounted traders, we were heartily 
welcomed by Red Feather, Chief of 
the Flatheads, and were invited to 
join them in their yearly buffalo hunt. 

For some time after we started a 
strict watch was kept, but as the time 
passed, and there was no sign of the 
enemy, the Flatheads, true to their 
indolent nature, relaxed their strict 
camp discipline and rested in a false 
security, from which it was impos- 
sible to arouse them, until one morn- 
ing, they found that thirty of their 
best horses had been stolen. Then 
the camp was all excitement. A doz- 
en councils were held during the day 
Scouting parties were sent out in al! 
directions, and dire threats of ven- 
geance made. Nothing new,  how- 
ever, was discovered, and yet no defi- 
nite action was taken,, for Cut 
Thumb, the greatest warrior and di- 
plomat of the whole tribe, remained 
silent. At last, some of the more im-

Accordingly representatives were 
sent to confer with the Blackfeet and 
appoint a place where the matter in 
dispute could be talked over, and 
the pipe of peace smoked. The Black- 
feet seemed very willing to confer on 
the matter, and a time and place of 
meeting were agreed upon. 

On the day appointed, the Black- 
feet were the first at the rendezvous. 
and stood quietly awaiting the Flat 
heads. Cut Thumb, as peacemaker, 
seon appeared leading the way. He 
was attended by the pipe-bearer and 
a varlet who carried the mediciue 
bag. Next came Red Feather, the 
Chief of the Flatheads, followed by 
myself, the leader of the fur-traders 
(representing the native and _ allied 
strength). Following us came the 
warriors, fretting their steeds to make 
‘them show off to the best advantage, 
and give the impression of great 
strength. 

Grave and formal were the greetings 
between the two chiefs and their war- 
riors, after which the pipe of peace 
was passed around, and many ex pres- 
sions of friendship indulged in. 
‘Lengthy orations were delivered by 
members of both sides, which if they 
Jacked in polish made up for it in 
force. Red Feather first told of the 
‘many grievances of the Flatheads. 
\He gave a short review of the past, 
and ended with their latest grievanca, 
the loss of the horses. The chief of 
the Blackfeet responded by telling of 
all the losses they had suffered at 
the hands of the Flatheads. Many 
‘lives had been lost, and not only that, 
disease had visited them through the 
incantations of Cut Thumb, and maay 
of their number were dying. He end- 
ed by declaring that they had not 
stolen the horses, although some ot 
his warriors were in plain view, 
mounted on the stolen animals. 

Both parties pretended to have im- 
plicit confidence in all the other said, 
and listened with the utmost atten. 
tion, and unmoved countenances. A 
few more formal rites were observed 
and then the warriors of both tribes 
mounted their horses and rode away. 

Just three days later, Red Feather 
declared his intention of making an 
‘atoms to recover the horses, and

The Fredericton Mail said: ‘Even 
assuming the statement to be correct 
it can hardly be classed as a valu 
able discovery, for in the hand book 
of Fredericton, first issued by the 
Tourist Association some years ago, 11 
is stated there that these pictures are 
the work of that artist. But the mat 
ter appears to be open to very consid. 
erable doubt notwithstanding all the 
expert knowledge brought to bear on 
the matter by Mr. Carter.’’ The pa 
per then published the following ex- 
tract from ‘“‘The Lives of the Judge: 
of New Brunswick’: ‘““Much specula- 
tion has at various times been indulg 
ed, as to what artist painted the por- 
traits of King George III. and Queen 
Charlotte in the Legislative Assembly 
at Fredericton. The supposition that 
they are from the brush of Sir Joshua 
Reynolds must be dismissed as wholly 
inadmis:ible. There is no evidence 
to warrant it, and the circumstances 
point in another direction. The strony 

robability is that they were painte 1 
ey Allan Ramsay, who for years was 
a great favorite at Court, and princ- 
pal painter to the King.
